A repeat win was scored for sixteen 
year old John Harrer of Bozeman when his 
Aberdeen-Angus calf won his class and then 
grand championship at Ogden, for he had 
won the same show in 1942, also 
with an Aberdeen-Angus. 

It is of interest to note that the 
winner was one of seven Aberdeen- 
Angus in the entire show. (More 
than a hundred Herefords and 
Shorthorns exhibited). He was 
sired by Ensign of Hyalite and 
from a commercial cow. That is 
proof of the worth of a good sire, 
when he can sire a calf from a 
commercial cow good enough to 
compete with and win against 
calves from pure bred registered 
cows. The steer was also a mem- 
ber of the winning group of three 
steers and according to young Mr. 
Harrer was sold at a record price 
at Ogden going at $1.55 a pound 
to Ogden’s California Free Market. 
The steer weighed more than a 
thousand pounds, so Mr. Harrer 
went home richer to the tune of 
some fifteen hundred dollars.

intended to keep the young folk and the car 
lot feeders coming to that great market 
center. The brightness gave way before the 
show had ended to some rain and snow, so 
after all it reminded us of a regular Inter- 
national, especially in so far as the car lot 
display in the yards was concerned. Again 
visitors spent a heap of time trying to lo- 
cate the calves in the Junior feeding sec- 
tion, again located in the sheep sheds. The 
calves were there even though one had to 
do a lot of hunting for them. 


_The writer has missed but a single show 
since 1900 and believes his judgment will 
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be substantiated when he states that the fat 
cattle in both the yards and the junior sec- 
tion were, without question, the most even 
showing as to type, quality and finish from 
beginning to end that has ever graced those 
yards at this great mid-winter exhibition.

Generally speaking the entire showing 
displayed more flesh and finish than 
at any other event here. A fact that 
speaks well for the men and the 
youngsters who fitted them. To our 
mind these Chicago shows are respon- 
sible in a large measure for the gen- 
eral improvement shown in all breeds. 
Exhibitors are showing better judg- 
ment in their selections too, for the 
uniformity was excellent.

These calves were exceptionally even in 
size, type and general conformation, carried 
good heads, deep bodies, straight tops and 
were very good at the tail heads. Their 
competition was keen, about as keen as any 
load that has ever been shown at Chicago 
before.

Angus load of fats. This was a beautiful 
set of bullocks, nicely finished, and very 
‘even all the way through. Sufficiently good 
to. give the grand champions a real rub for 
that honor. The Schmidt Brothers have 
long been tops in the International and Chi- 
cago Market show car lot exhibits, and they 
will be back again next year.

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LTHOUGH I am still examining the family question I wish to 
-again emphasize the difficulty of giving a complete answer. 
I might add that the usefulness of a complete answer, if it 
could be given, is open to question. The editor has suggested and 
I have agreed that writing fully about Aberdeen-Angus families 
would be like painting a long bridge. When you are finished you 
are obliged to start all over again if you intend to keep the bridge 
in condition or all breeders fully informed. For that reason I will 
mention a number of the better known families which are not dis- 
cussed in my earlier articles and then with such information as 
may be gained from the Holbert family tree and others who may 
take part in this discussion the story should be sufficiently com- 
plete for the present. 

Before going on with the main purpose of this article I wish to 
make two references to the last installment. Therein I discussed 
the Queen Mother family at some length and mentioned that the 
Windsor branch was developed at Morlich with animals descended 
from Beauty of Morlich (2072). I might, however, have added that 
the main branch of the Windsor group, which has been prominent 
at Morlich in recent years, bears the name Jemima descending from 
Jemima of Morlich (2078) a granddaughter of Beauty of Morlich. 
In the last paragraph of the last installment I mentioned a Bal-

lindalloch family thatis not so 
prominent as it was in the early 
days—the Lady Fannys. There are 
many in Canada and I believe in 
the United States. Many of them 
trace to Lady Fanny through eith- 
er Fair Lady of Collithie 2760 or 
Fair Flower 5579 both imported 
from Scotland a little over sixty 
years ago by Rufus H. Pope, Cookshire, Quebec. Now let us look 
together at a number of families which we cannot trace into the 
same foundations as the groups which were discussed in the last 
installment and then discuss the most favored family. 

1. The BARBARA family was mentioned in the first install- 
ment, but only for the purpose of illustrating the formation of a 
family. Here I should give a little more detail, because this is by 
general acceptance the greatest American family. The strain 
originated at Easter Skene, Maggie of Easter Skene (148) in the 
original Scottish book, being the foundation cow. A descendant 
of this cow, Barbara 5th 4037 was purchased from her breeder, 
Mr. A. D. McRae, Ruthven, and was brought to Canada where the 
cow Barbarity and her daughter Barbarity 2d were born. The 
latter was purchased by the late W. A. McHenry to found his great 
Barbara family. There are other strains which trace to the same 
foundation, but if they do not trace to Barbarity 2d they are not Mc- 
Henry Barbaras and, therefore, they do not come from that strain 
which was so carefully developed and improved by this great 
breeder. Barbara 5th had a daughter called Barbarian, number 
-3195- in the Canadian book. Her descendants, however, are large- 
ly in the United States. 

2. The MINA family traces to Mina (1009) a cow that won 
the Challenge cup at the Royal Northern and first prize at the 
Highland Society Show in 1867. The family was developed by 
Colonel Fraser, of Castle Fraser, and is not of great importance in 
North America. A branch, however, is important. I refer to the 
Mignonne family tracing to Mina (1009) through Mignonne -2307-. 
The Glencarnock Mignonnes are known as the best of the strain 
and they trace to Mina through Rubicon Mignonne 12th 51201 and 
Mignonne -2307-. 

38. The ISLA family tracing to Isla (1965) the first prize cow 
at the Royal Northern and the Highland Show in 1878, bred by 
William Reid, Baads. The family was established in North America 
by Isla 4th 8553, which was imported by James J. Hill, St. Paul, 
Minnesota. The best known member of this family in comparative- 
ly — years was Sunnyside Inez 109651 a great show heifer 
re) q 

4. The ZARA family tracing to Hinda (322) through Zara 
(1228) and in America through Pride of Montbletton 3d (3418) 
imported by Rufus H. Pope, Cookshire, Quebec. The family pass- 
ed into the herd of J. S. Goodwin, Chicago, Illinois, and became 
quite famous for a time. Zarelda 2d 7057 was the Goodwin foun- 
dation female and Zaire 5th was a great bull of the strain. 

5. The LUCY of PORTLETHEN family tracing to Brown 
Mouth (665) through Lucy of Portlethen (287). There are several 
branches of this family prominent on this continent. One of the 
best I think descends from Lucy 9th (imp) 8101. The Edwards 
Brothers have cattle of this strain and some good bulls of the past 
in the United States have come from this foundation, for example, 
10th Laird of Estill 26230. Another and very good strain traces 
to Lucy of Portlethen through Lucretia of Dalmeny 9th (imp) and

10. The WITCH of ENDER fam- 

ily tracing to Old Maggie (681) comes 
through Witch of Endor (3528) and § 
Mayflower 2d of Easter Tulloch : 
(3521) is a branch of the Easter Tulloch Mayflower family which 
was started by William McCombie and improved by other Scottish 
breeders. It is presently in great favor but that is to a very great 
— due to the fact that members of the family are few in 
number. 

11. The ROSE of WESTERTOWN family tracing to Blink 
bonny (315) through Rose of Westertown (385) was developed by 
George Brown at Westertown. A numerous and valuable family 
in many parts of the world. 

12. The ABBESS family tracing to Ashentilly (1029) through 
Abbess 2d (1969) was developed by Dr. Clement Stephenson and 
in his hands produced a number of noted champions. In America 
it was a great family with T. W. Harvey, Turlington, Nebraska, 
but in later years has been lost sight of. Abbess of Turlington 
was the champion cow of America in 1899 and if I remember cor- 
rectly William Gibb told me that she weighed over 2000 pounds 
at her best. ; 

13. The BEAUTY of GARLINE family tracing to Corskie 2d 
(1047) through Beauty of Garline (1247) was carefully and suc- 
cessfully developed by James Whyte, Hayston, Scotland. It has 
produced some outstanding winners of which a number have been 
brought to this continent. 

I could go on for many pages giving the name, the origin and 
other particulars of many more families of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
but when I had exhausted the patience of the editor of the Journal 
and destroyed the interest of readers the story would still not be 
fully told. I believe, however, that in the last installment and in 
this one I have given all the detailed information about families 
which is warranted at this time. The careful student who will 
take what I have provided can work out for himself the details 
of the breeding of many animals if he has the necessary references 
at hand. If not, he can, with the information that these articles 
have provided, add to his knowledge by frequent discussion with 
informed breeders. 

The other question which I was to discuss for your correspond- 
ent reads: “What is considered to be the family most sought after 
and therefore the most popular?” 

A careful but extensive piece of statistical work might enable 
me or anyone else to give a very truthful answer to that question 
as at this date. However, it is unlikely that any answer given 
today would be correct a few months from (Please turn to page!

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XIT Memoirs 


Much has been written concerning the famous old XIT Ranch in Texas 
and it has all been good reading; now comes a first hand Story that 
brings forward some points of interest to Aberdeen-Angus Breeders. 


By JEROME P. HINE, Berlin Heights, Ohio 


NOTE TO THE EDITORS: As you will note. I 
started this, pen and pencil sketch of my memories 
of the XIT Ranch some months ago. I laid it aside 
to refresh my memory by searching my meager rec- 
ords and in the rush of war interests, (I have two 
sons in the army), I had forgotten it altogether. If 
you can find anything in these rambling notes of 
enough present interest to publish, I would be pleas- 
ed. I could not pass up the opportunity to pay a 
belated tribute to that great Aberdeen-Angus pro- 
moter and my very good friend George Findlay. 


WAS INTERESTED in Bill Barton’s 
[ account of the early Aberdeen-Angus 
herds of Texas, page 68 of the July 
Journal, especially his reference to the XIT 
Ranch and J. V. Farwell and Anderson and 
Findlay’s connection with it. Only last 
week our daily paper “The Cleveland 
Plain Dealer” carried the notice of the 
death of J. V. Farwell, 79, at Wauke- 
gon, Illinois, a retired Chicago merch- 
ant. Inasmuch as J. V. Farwell was 
one of the earliest importers of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, making an importa- 
tion in 1881 the same year my father, 
D. N. Hine, imported seven head. 
take it the man who recently died to be 
a son or nephew of the J. V. Farwell 
of the Chicago firm of Farwell Broth- 
ers, who operated a wholesale dry 
goods house during the 70’s and 80’s. 
The man who recently died at 79 would 
have been a very young man in 1881. 

All Texas and Oklahoma cattle men, 
of course, know of that vast tract of 
land called the XIT Ranch, but I won- 
der how many of them know how it 
came into being and how it was de- 
veloped into a profitable going concern 
and a great proving ground of the 
adaptability of the Blacks to vigorous 
ranch conditions. But let us go back 
a bit. When the Lone Star State joined 
the Union, she retained title to all her 
public lands. Texas was looking for 
money with which to build a state house 
at Austin, and here is where the Chi- 
cago dry goods firm came in. The eld- 
er Farwell was United States Senator 
for Illinois at the time. There was 
plenty of English money looking for 
investment, and under the guidance of 
Senator Farwell they formed a company 
“The Capitol Syndicate” to build the Texas 
state house for $3,000,000.00. While the 
Englishmen put up the money they turned 
the management over to the Farwell Broth- 
ers in Chicago. After the state house job 
was completed to the satisfaction of the 
state officials, they offered in payment 
3,000,000 acres of land in the Panhandle. 
Whether this was satisfactory or not to the 
Syndicate I never learned, at any rate it 
was accepted. Nor did I ever learn what 
the actual cost of the building was, but it is 
presumed that they made a profit on the 
construction of it, otherwise they would not 
have been interested in the land. 

This vast tract of land, nearly 5,000 
square miles, lay for nearly 200 miles along 
the western border of the Indian territory. 
While it was a continuous strip, it was 
somewhat irregular in shape, because large 
— had been disposed of previous to this 

eal. 

Rather high altitude, it was subject to 
short blustering cold winters and hot dry 
summers. Parts of it were quite rough, but 
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most of it was reasonably level grazing land 
which afterward proved excellent farming 
land. There were numerous streams, many 
of which had the bad habit of drying up in 
mid summer or early autumn, requiring 
many wells and windmills. Wild game was 
abundant and attracted numerous bands of 
roving Indians, mostly young bucks hunting 
off the reservations. They, however, gave 
little trouble. 


The few squatters were mostly early 
bought off. These people could hardly be 
called squatters, they were mostly cattle- 
men who had been running cattle on these 
lands for years under some sort of grazing

rights from the state of Texas. Remember 
this was not what might be called pioneer 
times, but the middle and latter part of the 
1880’s. Although the conditions in adjoin- 
ing Indian territory, or Oklahoma as it was 
afterwards called, were undoubtedly pioneer 
conditions and it might be rightly timed 
America’s last frontier, although located 
near the middle of the country. 

“King Bee” of all these cattle men was 
one Col. (Barbeque) Campbell, who got his 
nickname from his main brand BQ, horizon- 
tal bar over the capital letters BQ. He had 
been using pure bred Hereford bulls for a 
number of years mostly two year olds, 
which were quite plentiful by this time, and 
as his neighbors were getting the benefit 
of his pure bred bulls, he bought out several 
of them and was thus running several other 
brands besides his home brands. 

The 3,000,000 acres covered more than ten 
large counties, and all the cattlemen on 
these lands were up against it. They could 
no longer get grazing rights from the state 
so they either had to sell to the Capitol Syn-

have faded out of the picture. I never 
heard Findlay mention them and when 
they divided up they made only two 
classes, blacks and white faces and oth. 
er horned animals. This is no dispar- 
agement to the Shorthorn breed, as the 
old Col. was a rabid Hereford fan, and 
if it had not been for Findlay’s insis- 
tence, white faces are the only bulls he 
would ever have used. He did not know 
anything about the Blacks and he did 
not expect the few little black bulls 
would have any chance with a large 
number of older and heavier horned 
bulls. 

It was not until the next roundup for 
branding and castrating that he began to 
see the light, for the number of little black 
calves that appeared was all out of propor 
tion to the number of black bulls turned out. 


There were several railroads crossing the 
ranch and two of them converged and cross- 
ed at Amarillo, in Potter County. It was 
the largest town and main shipping point 
for that section, and there Col. Campbell 
had his headquarters. It was not on the 
XIT, but just over the western edge of it. 
When John W. (bet a million) Gates, a steel 
and wire manufacturer in the Chicago dis- 
trict started a campaign to sell twisted 
barbed wire in the southwest, the railroads 
were the first to start fencing with it, be 
fore they had been open, unfenced. Gates 
was quite a plunger, especially at the race 
tracks, and though I do not know if he ever 
actually bet a million, he often declared his 
readiness to do’so, hence his nickname 
While a two or even three wire fence would 
usually turn cattle, it was no bar to 4 bu

A few Pertinent Hints concerning the building of your Sale Catalogs, 

made by the one who has had charge over a long period of years of 

the Sale Catalog Publishing Department of the Fred Hahne Printing 

Company, an Institution consuming annually Several Carloads of High 

Class Book and Cover Papers; covering All Breeds of Live Stock.

and glance through the sale dates col- 
umn, comparing it with the list a few years 
ago, to realize that the popularity of the 
public auction as a means of merchandising 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle is steadily 
growing. 

This is due, in part, to the increase in 
number of herds which have been establish- 
ed, and also to the general- 
ly satisfactory returns real- 
ized where adequate prep- 
arations are made in ad- 
vance of the sale. These 
preparations are many and 
varied; and next in import- 
ance only to properly con- 
ditioning the cattle, adver- 
tising the event prominent- 
ly in the proper places and 
selection of the sales force, 
is the assembling of the 
complete data for the sale 
catalog. 

The beginner may ap- 
proach this task with some 
trepidation, realizing that 
his lack of experience may 
lead him into unexpected 
pitfalls or delays, but once 
he has successfully prepar- 
ed such material he _ be- 
comes a veteran, knowing 
which errors to avoid in the 
future and realizing that the rules are sim- 
ple but definite. 

The element of time is of supreme im- 
portance and must be taken into consider- 
ation in every phase of planning the book- 
let. By far the best method is to figure 
backward from the sale date. It could be 
summed up in this manner: Mailing two 
weeks, or occasionally three weeks ahead of 
the sale will usually get the catalogs into 
the hands of prospective buyers at the right 
time; the printer must have at least 15 to 
20 days for his work; allow 2 or 3 days 
for the material to reach the printer and 
the same amount of time for the completed 
catalogs to get back. Thus 40 to 50 days 
have been consumed. If delivery of the 
catalogs is desired at an earlier date, and 
that is sometimes the case, then just that 
much more time is added to the schedule. 
This would be sufficient time for a small 
to average catalog, a larger catalog of more 
than 36 pages requiring more time in the 
hands of the printer. 

Applications for registry for the animals 
selling should be sent in to the Association 
office as far in advance of the time they 
are to be used as possible. This will insure 
their being returned in time to be used in 
the catalog. It creates a good impression 
to have each animal’s registry completed 
and its name and number appearing in 
proper form at the head of its pedigree in 
the catalog. This is much more desirable 
than simply sending in the application to 
the Association office at the last minute 
and inserting the words “Sent for Record” 
at the head of the pedigree. 
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O NE HAS ONLY to pick up any recent

Likewise, photographs of the cattle must 
be taken well in advance of the time the 
catalog copy is to be sent to the printer. In 
this connection it is well to remember that 
it is far better to use no pictures at all than 
to use poor ones. Thus a couple of weeks 
time trimming, washing, brushing and hand- 
ling and posing the cattle in preparation 
for the photographer is time well spent. By 
all means have a competent live stock pho- 
tographer do the work as 
this is a specialized field 
and such a_ photographer 
will be able to present the 
cattle to best advantage. A 
couple of weeks may be re- 
quired for the photographer 
to make the prints and get 
them back. The making of 
halftone cuts requires a 
week to ten days. 

The material, or as the 
printers term it “copy” for 
the catalog should all be 
typed or legibly handwrit- 
ten on one side of the sheet, 
using white paper. A 
“dummy” or booklet pre- 
pared with blank sheets, us- 
ing the same number of 
pages as the completed 
booklet, will be of great 
help to your printer. On 
each page of this dummy 
should be designated the 
name of the pedigree or cut or other ma- 
terial that is to appear on that page. Thus 
the first page of the dummy could be desig- 
nated “Title”, the second “Announcement”, 
the third “Terms and Conditions”, the 
fourth “Cut and pedigree Reference Sire A” 
and the fifth page “Pedigree Lot 1, Black- 
cap Major 13th” and “Pedigree Lot 2, Eth- 
an’s Eldo 3d”, and so on throughout the 
book. Registration certificates are always 
carefully handled at the ABERDEEN-AN- 
GUS JOURNAL office and when pedigrees 
for a catalog are completed, using the cer- 
tificates for the information required, they 
are securely sealed in a strong kraft enve- 
lope and returned by registered mail. 

After the facts as to time, place, location 
of sale and such information is given on the 
first page of the catalog, it is well to give 
a general outline of the sale on the an- 
nouncement page. Your catalog may reach 
some progressive breeder who is una- 
equainted with you or your cattle; he will 
read this information with interest and form 
his opinions by the general appearance of 
and the material contained in your catalog. 
If the breeding and individuality of the cat- 
tle are good, then it should be so stated but 
never in a boastful way. Footnotes are val- 
uable when they are truthful and should 
never be lengthy. Most breeders, if inter- 
ested in an animal, are glad to have perti- 
nent facts pointed out in a footnote regard- 
ing the individuality and breeding of the 
animal. But since it is necessary that these 
notes appear in small type, it is discourag- 
ing to the eye when a large mass of it ap- 
pears below the pedigree. Footnotes are 
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buyer to write out his shipping ro for the 
and hand them to the clerk. In etruetiong

Where it is not possible to secure Zod 
photographs of the cattle selling, it is neve 
out of line to include good cuts of ancesto 
of the cattle. There are those who fee] that 
the use of such cuts is not of great valye 
particularly when the ancestors are mors 
than one or two generations back. However 
good pictures enhance the value of any 
booklet and encourage perusal of the 
catalog and although it is better to have 
pictures of the actual cattle selling, that js 
not always possible. 

The question often arises as to the correct 
number of catalogs and mailing envelopes 
to print. This number varies according to 
the mailing list the seller has been able to 
accumulate. It is generally accepted that 
500 copies is the minimum number to order 
since that is the least number that can he 
produced economically by the printer. 4 
great many orders run 1000 or more and 
some orders run as high as 4000. About 
250 catalogs should be reserved for use sale 
day, and the balance mailed out to pros- 
pective buyers. The beginner could prob- 
ably use 750 to 1000 catalogs to advantage, 
ordering at the same time enough mailing 
envelopes to mail out all those which will 
not be reserved for sale day. Some breed- 
ers make up a mailing list from the sale 
reports in the ABERDEEN-ANGUS JOUR- 
NAL which shows buyers names and ad- 
dresses. This is a good way of securing a 
live list where none has been built up pre 
viously. This list can be added on to the 
list of inquiries received from advertising 
the sale in the farm and breed papers and 
increased each year. 


The finished catalog should be neat and 
attractive in appearance. Too ornate or 
fancy a design throughout the book is to be 
avoided since it draws the eye and mind 
away from the prime purpose of the catalog 
—to interest prospective customers In the 
cattle to be sold and not create particular 
interest in a unique design. Extreme and 
novel styles may well be used on programs, 
etc., however. An example of such an II- 
teresting program came in the mail in pre 
war days showing the picture of an Aber- 
deen-Angus bull on the cover, with a real 
metal ring in the nose of the animal, at 
tached to a metal chain which was in tum 
fastened to the drawing of a post.

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ECENTLY I had an interesting discus- 
R sion with a practical and an unusually 

successful commercial beef cattle pro- 
ducer and so logical were some of his ob- 
servations as to establishing and maintain- 
ing uniformity and quality in a commercial 
on to my readers. In fact, they are the 
beef herd that I am passing some of them 
same methods which have been used, all 
down through the history of live stock im- 
provement, by some of the most successful 
breeders of all time and, before closing this 
discussion, I shall mention some of these 
breeders, several of the best known of which 
were Aberdeen-Angus breeders. 

But going back to my conversation with 
the commercial producer above mentioned, 
this, in substance, is what he told me—most 
cattle producers have the idea that mating 
related animals is unwise, if not disaster- 
ous, they think they must have a change of 


er respects. Until this combination of feat- 
ures is found, the right herd has not been 
located. If a breeder cannot produce them 
in his own herd, his bulls cannot produce 
them for others. 

When a herd that can meet these require- 
ments is found, stay with that breeder as 
long as he demonstrates his ability to main- 
tain this combination; concentrated blood 
lines of the right kind of animals will tell 
their story in greater profits as well as in 
the satisfaction of having a herd of extreme 
uniform quality. Any herd can produce a 
few good ones, but only a real herd, homo- 
geneously bred, can produce them all good. 

So much for the views of the commercial] 
producer, now let us consider, for a moment, 
the results, the same methods which he ad- 
vocates, have produced in some of the 
world’s best known registered herds. Take,

Views of a Commercial Breeder 


Ou the Best Means of Establishing Uniformity 
of Type and Conformation in a Beef Herd, 


bulls of a different line of breeding for each 
succeeding generation, whereas, it has been 
proved, beyond a question of doubt, that, 
when properly conducted, line breeding, 
which involves mating related animals, 
is beneficial rather than detrimental. For 
example, it has been shown that greater 
uniformity of type and generally improved 
quality can be obtained, in less time, by fol- 
lowing a certain line of breeding which 
means using similar blood lines, in other 
words, perpetuating the blood of outstand- 
ing foundation animals in the herd, than by 
any other method. 

He went on to say that, according to the 
laws of heredity, every calf born will re- 
semble some one or the other of its 
ancestors, therefore, the greater 
number of variations in the ances- 
try, the greater number of varia- 
tions that will appear in the calf 
crop. On the other hand, where 
the ancestry is all of one line of 
breeding, the greater the chances are for 
the characteristics represented to be repro- 
duced and to prevail in the herd. This man 
went on to say that he had found that, by 
securing his bulls exclusively, for years, 
from the same herd and from the same line 
of breeding, he had, during a comparatively 
short time, established a marked uniformity 
of type and quality in his cattle; in his 
opinion, too many producers wait until they 
need a buli and then buy what happens to 
be available at the time without considering 
the reputation of the herd in which he was 
produced, his sire, his dam, or what his 
brothers and sisters have been like. The 
final result being that when this bull’s 
calves arrive they are apt to be variously 
mixed in type and conformation and, be- 
cause of this, worth considerably less, per 
head, than they would have been had they 
been uniform in type, conformation, and 
general quality, which would have been the 
case had they come from a meritorious 
homogeneous line of breeding. 

Here is the formula which this producer 
says has proved most successful with him 
and which he, therefore, recommends to oth- 
ers. Adopt a type that conforms to present 
day demands then locate a pure bred herd 
that has proved its ability to produce a 
uniform lot of animals of that type and 
of an accepted uniformity of quality in oth- 
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Aberdeen-Angus herd, Tilly- 
four, presided over by one of 
the master breeders of all 
time, William McCombie, the 
herd in which two of our pres- 
ent day most popular families 
of the breed, the Queen Mother 
and the Pride families, were 
established and developed. In 
fact, these two families had 
their origin in the closest kind 
of inbreeding, as well as, in 
the same ancestress, as the fol- 
lowing analysis of the pedi- 
grees of the first females of 
these tribes will show. 


ing this means of fixing desir. 
able characteristics in his live 
stock. Charles and Robert Col. 
ling, profiting by the experi. 
ences of Robert Bakewell 
adopted his system and prac. 
ticed inbreeding more extens. 
ively than any other of the 
early day breeders. It was in 
their herd that the great 
Shorthorn bull, Comet, was 
produced as a result of close 
inbreeding. More recent sy. 
cessful users of the system of 
line breeding were the Ameri- 
can breeders, Gudgell & Simp- 
son, of both Aberdeen-Angus 
and Hereford fame. By this 
method, they improved their 
Hereford cattle so fast and 9

ed this high opinion of these two heifers, he 
decided that he wanted more of their kind 
and that the surest means of getting them 
was to concentrate their blood. To do this, 
he obtained, after giving the matter the most 
serious study, the bull Monarch 44 who 
was practically a full brother in blood, he 
being by Panmure and out of Julia 671, al- 
so by Panmure, whose dam was a full sis- 
ter to Queen of Ardovie 29, the mother of 
Queen Mother 348 and Jean Ann 206. He 
then proceeded to mate Monarch 44 and 
Queen Mother 348, practically full brother 
and sister in blood, with Lola Montes 208, 
which was to exert such tremendous influ- 
ence on the destiny of the breed, as the is- 
sue. When this heifer, Lola Montes, was 
old enough to breed, Mr. McCombie looked 
about for a bull which would bring in some 
outcross blood and, by doing so, he acquired 
a sire, as will be noted, which was of a one 
hundred percent concentration of a some- 


the fountain head of the best 
Hereford cattle in America and their early 
day efforts are so much in evidence even to 
this day that their name is a household word 
amongst Hereford breeders everywhere. 
Another unusually successful Hereford 
breeder who, for thirty-five years, never 
used a bull outside of his own breeding, was 
the Internationally known North American 
breeder, the late Robert Hazlett, of Kansas, 
One evidence of his success with line breed- 
ing was the dispersion of his herd of over 
one thousand head a few years ago at the 
highest average price for that number, ever 
made up to that time and as further proof 
of the soundness of his breeding policies,

In Bonnie Scotland 


One of Uncle Sam’s Lads stationed in England makes good use of 
His Furlough by spending the Time visiting Some of the Herds in 
Bonnie Scotland; here is His November Ist Letter to the Editor of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, which goes to most of these Homes.

HAVE MET YOU on many occasions 
I at the Aberdeen-Angus Shows and Sales 

in Indiana and likewise at the Interna- 
tional, but being in the army for quite some 
time, now, you undoubtedly have forgotten 
who I am. 

Having just returned from a very pleas- 
ant furlough in Scotland, where I visited 
several Aberdeen-Angus herds and talked 
with numerous breeders, I thought I would 
take the liberty of writing a few lines to 
you. 

Anyway being in the army has not lessen- 
ed my interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
and I am looking forward to the day when 
all the shows “get going” again, and I can 
get back to my small herd of Aberdeen-An- 
gus located at South Whitley, Indiana. 


Here is BARON BRAHMA, Chief Herd Sire in the 
Famous Dalmeny Herd. 


When I arrived in Great Britain sixteen 
months ago I had a desire to visit some Ab- 
erdeen-Angus herds in Scotland. Since then 
I have had two furloughs and I spent them 
both in Bonnie Scotland. 

I was very much disappointed when all 
furloughs and passes were canceled last 
January, as I would like very much to have 
attended the Perth Show and Sale in Feb- 
ruary. 

My first furlough came through in April. 
My buddy and I went to Edinburgh, then to 
Perth and on north to Blairgowrie where 
we called on Mr. and Mrs. A. W. Howison 
and daughter. The name of their farm is 
Rannagulzion. I found that every farm has 
a name and it seems like it is always at- 
tached with the owner. This was our first 
bit of real genuine Scottish hospitality and 
honestly they took us in and really made us 
feel at home. I must say the reception we 
received was second to none. 

During our stay there Mr. Howison show- 
ed me his herd which was established in 
1916. Since that time he has been a con- 
sistent consignor and exhibitor at the Perth 
Show and Sale. 

While with the Howisons, we called at 
The Thorn which is owned by Mr. Allan 
Grant, Mr. Howison’s brother-in-law. Mr. 
Grant is a breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle and Border Leicester sheep. While 
speaking of sheep, Mr. Grant recently sold 
a Border Leicester ram for thirty two hun- 
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dred and eighty dollars. This was the third 
highest priced Border Leicester ever to sell 
in this country. 

While at Mr. Grant’s I saw the Kuban of 
Thornton bull that won a second prize at 
the Perth Show in February. He is being 
exported to the U. S. A. I imagine he 
should have arrived quite some time ago. 
I also saw the sire and dam of this bull and 
he should prove a very useful sire for some- 
one. 

The next day we went along with Mr. 
Howison to the annual Feeder Cattle Show 
and Sale at Perth. There I met Lovat 
Fraser who is one of the leading pure bred 
cattle auctioneers in this county. He has 
sold the Aberdeen-Angus cattle at Perth 
for several years and his father, who re- 
cently passed away, sold cat- 
tle before him. The elder 
Mr. Fraser was ninety-one 
when he died and maintained 
his interest in the pure bred 
sales to the end. Also met 
Mr. Robert Adam, Newhouse 
of Glamis, and Mr. Hugh 
Black. The latter is an ex- 
porter of Aberdeen-Angus 
and Shorthorns. 

On this furlough I was 
very fortunate in seeing so 
many fine Aberdeen-Angus 
herds. On Sunday I visited 
the Dalmeny herd, owned by 
The Earl of Rosebery and lo- 
cated just at the edge of Ed- 
inburgh. I enjoyed very much 
spending the afternoon with 
Mr. J. Sinclair, farm mana- 
ger, who showed me some very fine cattle. 
There I saw ten two year old heifers that 
were as uniform as any lot of heifers that 
I have seen in many a day. Took a picture 
of Jerkin of Bleaton, which is their twelve 
year old bull that has sired some very good 
individuals. He was in wonderful condition 
for a bull of that age—just getting turnips, 
hay and a little oats.

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Our Milk Business 


A Subject not too frequently discussed, masterfully 

presented by an Observing, Conscientious Breeder 

with sufficient assurance to back Her good judgment 
By MRS. H. HAMILTON HACKNEY 


beef cattle breeders are in the milk 

business in a very real way. The 
supply of milk which comes from an Aber- 
deen-Angus cow and goes into her calf is 
the fundamental, basic factor required to 
raise a strong healthy calf. Milk is the 
foundation of our business. 

In selecting females for addition to a 
herd, many points are considered, such as 
the breeding, conformation, show records 
and records of sires and dams, but 
one of the most important char- 
acteristics, milking ability, is too 
often an unknown quantity. Aber- 
deen-Angus cows are naturally 
good milkers. It is one of their 
many virtues of which we can be 
proud, but to be maintained, this 
virtue must be deliberately develop- 
ed and intensified, and this can 
only be accomplished by placing 
more emphasis on this function 
when selecting breeding cattle. In 
choosing females, moderate size, 
refinement and femininity are in- 
dicative of good breed- = 
ing animals and usual- 
ly of good wmilkers, 
(with plenty of excep- 
tions to prove the rule), 
but the milking ability 
of the dam is probably 
the most accurate in- | 
dex as to what can be... al 
expected of the daugh- | 
ter. In the dairy busi- 
ness, the selection of a 
herd bull depends largely upon the milking 
records of his female relations. The laws of 
genetics hold true for beef and dairy cattle 
alike, so it would be wise to consider this 
point in buying a beef bull also, because of 
the probability of his handing this charac- 
teristic on to his daughters. A cow that 
cannot raise a strong calf on her own pro- 
duction of milk should have no place in a 
good herd. 


I doubt if many buyers at auction sales, 
or even at private treaty, take the trouble 
to inquire into the milking ability of the 
dam of the animal under consideration. At 
private treaty this is much easier to check, 
for the dam can be seen, her udder observed 
and questions asked in leisurely fashion. 
At an auction sale, time is at a premium 
and things sometimes happen too fast to 
make a thorough investigation, but. the wise 
buyer will make an effort to ascertain that 
the animals he selects do come from good 
milking dams. The responsibility should be 
the seller’s. Milking ability is usually 
hereditary, and the conscientious seller 
should make an effort to offer only daugh- 
ters of good milking cows to go into the 
herds of other breeders. It is to the seller’s 
advantage to do so, for, when a year or so 
hence, the buyer sees fat, well-grown calves 
at the foot of his new females, he will be 
pleased with his purchase and want more of 
that kind, but thin, scrawny calves, butting 
hopefully, but vainly, at small, underdevel- 
oped udders, will create an entirely opposite 
impression. 

Much has been said recently about the 
disadvantages and dangers of overfat, over- 
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A LTHOUGH it is seldom put into words,

fitted show cattle. Certainly good milking 
mothers should go a long way towards re- 
ducing the temptation to use nurse cows. 
This is an excellent time to cull. With 
feed, labor and other expenses so high, it 
only pays to carry on the best type of ani- 
mal. The culling process should apply to 
females as well as males. Most herds cull 


the bull calves which do not measure up to 
standard by steering them, but how many 
herds really cull their females? 


And cull- 


ing in this case does not mean 
reselling to some other breeder, 
but actually preventing its con- 
tinuation as a breeding animal 
by sending it to market. If an 
individual is undesirable as a 
breeding animal, it should make 
no difference whether it is a male or female. 
Too many inferior heifers find their way 
into breeding herds that are just as poor 
individually as the bull calves that are 
steered. 

Poor milking ability is an undesirable 
characteristic and should be sufficient rea- 
son for culling a female. However, in many 
cases, where the individual is good in other 
respects, this would be an extremely diffi- 
cult thing to do, entailing real sacrifice. It 
is one thing to say, “I am going to cull my 
poor milkers”, and quite another to walk 
through your pastures and pick out a fine 
looking, well bred cow and order her sent 
to the butcher just because her calves re- 
quire extra milk to develop properly. Few, 
indeed, will be the breeders strong minded 
enough to make this decision. However, it 
is through the efforts of breeders who are 
willing to make just such sacrifices that 
breed progress is accomplished. 

A herd of good milking cows means 
money in any breeders pocket. Beef breed- 
ers do not receive a regular milk check, as 
the dairyman does, but they do receive it 
indirectly in the form of the greater profits 
on a thrifty calf from a good milker over 
the value of an undernourished calf from a 
poor milker. 

Live stock breeding is not static. You 
cannot relax your efforts and maintain your 
position. Like a row boat heading up- 
stream, as soon as the rowing stops, you 
float backwards, and so we cannot be in- 
different to the fact that, if left to them- 
selves, undesirable traits, like weeds in a 
garden, will crowd out the good ones. The

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An Old Timer Objects 


By PAUL SWAFFAR 


NY TIME you get to where you think 
A you know something, you had bet- 

ter watch out because some old timer 
will come along and pin your ears back 
slick. As an example, I am herewith quot- 
ing a letter that I received from one of the 
old timers who has been in the cattle busi- 
ness longer than most of us 
can remember and who knows 
the business, according to all 
reports, from both ends. I 
might say that the gentleman, 
although I am not giving his 
name, is no quack and I feel 
that what he has said is cer- 
tainly worth letting everybody 
else know about. I am also 
publishing my reply to him. 

O. K. this hurts me, but here 
goes! 

“Dear Mr. Analyst: 

“Your article in the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal makes me 
scared of you and some others 
will start some damn counter- 
feiting remedy for your sup- 
posed ills. So, I am writing you 
much as I don’t want to. 

“Your article tackling size 
and show cattle business at the 
same time sends you up in the 
air so far you never will come down. Come 
on, bump yourself! You are from Okla- 
homa I believe. Ranchmen out west, as I 
know them, can tell by a look if a bull is 
too small or inclined to be small. If they 
ever happen in a weak moment to have 
bought a counterfeit that is just an orna- 
ment; you can be sure it never happens 
twice. What’s the matter with Virginia. 
These bulls of LeBaron and Peirce are sure 
large enough for anyone and these men are 
around the tops of your Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders. (Some of their cows are large 
enough—plus, too). ; 

“T wonder if your pastures are fertilized 
enough? : 

“Cows and bulls with thickness, deep 
bodied, low down, with all the quality and 
character you can get—the smallest bone 
necessary to carry the largest amount of best 
quality edible meat profitably is my idea, 
but please observe I say smallest bone, not 
small bone next to a bie ox which I hate. 
I do not like small bone. 

“When a ranchman’s pastures are worn 
out or down he must protect-himself by us- 
ing stretcher bulls or maybe oxen or Hol- 
steins—if he won’t fertilize and develop his 
pastures to where they will develop his 
young stuff to a profitable weight of bones 
or frame anyway, but when you buy a bull 
as above described blame the land, not_the 
cattle when you do not get sufficient weight 
on an honest to God crop of calves after- 
wards. (Sufficient weight for age.) 

“Let’s leave ‘show’ cattle alone just now. 

“You are an educator. I’m not, though 
I too peddle the bull for a living. I quit 
school when I was twelve but I’ve learned 
since you don’t usually get something for 
nothing and you can’t grow out or fatten 
eattle on worn out pastures. 

“T do not think the dairy man or chicken 
man have a damn thing on the beef man. 
They have to wait for results. Anybody 
with judgment and eyes can tell at a glance 
if a beef bull is too small for his land, or 
how much small at a glance, and you prove 
it each year by the calves—if—your past- 
ures are what they should be. If not, don’t 
blame the land, feed your pastures. The 
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cattle will feed themselves and feed you too. 

“Now, Paul Swaffer, I’ve written this too 
hastily, but you’ll get the idea. These last 
articles you’ve written are the first that 
have rubbed me the wrong way. I think 
they’re all wet so I’m telling vou. 

“And don’t forget the bigger beef cattle 
are (as they are at present) 
the more non-prepotent they 
are just calf getters and Sel- 
dom prolific at that.

Here is my reply: 

Dear Mr.———————_ 

First, let me say that I ap- 
preciate your letter of Novem- 
ber 3d, and although you ad- 
dress me as Mr. Analyst I am 
far from such a creature. Sec- 
ond, I think you have digested 
what I wrote in the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal a little in the 
wrong light. ; 

In the first place, as I have 
previously written, I object to 
extreme in size either way. In 
other words, the extreme pony 
type or the extreme bulk. As 
I have repeatedly said the 
most practical kind of cattle are those 
which will make greatest gains in relation 
to feed. That, I think, you believe too, but 
I disagree with what you say in regard to 
“counterfeiting remedy for supposed ills.” 
I see nothing whatever wrong with reliable 
feed and progeny tests to determine the 
most acceptable type. Furthermore, I see 
nothing wrong with the show ring—and as 
a matter of fact—were it not for our good 
shows the cattle business would go back 
rapidly. 

You asked about LeBaron and Ravens- 
wood bulls, for example. I have seen bulls 
from both of these places enough to know 
that they are, in my opinion, the type we 
need nowadays. They are not what I call 
the pony type. For example, Epponian 6th 
of Broadview is as big and as good a bull 
as anybody would want. The same is true 
of Ravenswood Pride’s Eric, now in use in 
the Cold Saturday herd. So it seems to me 
that you and I are in agreement except you 
express it differently. 

You seem to take the view that I am 
“nicking” on the small Aberdeen-Angus 
alone. This is not true because whatever 
I say about Aberdeen-Angus is equally true 
of other breeds—I refer to extremes. Size 
of bone is important, it seems to me, only 
as related to profitableness and perform- 
ance. Smaller boned cattle, if they will con- 
vert feed into profit more economically than 
larger boned cattle, are the type for any 
breeder. 

The question that you asked, “I wonder 
if your pastures are fertilized enough”, is in 
my opinion the crux of the whole matter. 
That is what we need here in Virginia, past- 
ure improvement. If we can do it the cattle 
business will always be profitable and fur- 
thermore, we can and will produce a small- 
er, earlier, maturing type of cattle. 

Your statement, “Let’s leave show cattle 
alone just now”, is agreeable. They are all 
right except for the pee-wees. I don’t like 
them and I don’t think you do either. 

At one place in your letter you call me an 
educator—I denv this. I expect I grew up 
under about the same conditions as you did, 
kicking around on a farm. I did go to col- 


lege but I don’t think you can hold 


against a man, and [|

“THE FARMERS PART 
IN RECONVERSION”. 

Is the topic adopted for the Eighth An- 
nual National Farm Institute to be held in 
Des Moines, Iowa, on February 16th and 
17th. 

To those who are not familiar with it, 
the National Farm Institute is sponsored 
annually by the Agricultural Department 
of the Des Moines Chamber of Commerce 
with the help of agricultural publications 
and farm organizations in Iowa, It originat- 
ed in 1937 for the purpose of bringing about 
a better understanding on a national level 
between business, agriculture, and labor. 

The National Farm Institute is funda 
mentally a forum and is often described as 
unique, -in that it is not an organization; it 
has no members, it has no officers, it has 
no dues; it passes no resolutions, it at- 
tempts to arrive at no conclusions; and is 
politicially impartial. 

The sole purpose of the annual Institute 
is to provide for thorough, objective, and 
open discussion of major problems affect- 
ing American agriculture. Each year one 
particular aspect of these major problems 
is centered upon for that year’s Institute. 

The topics are arrived at by a committee 
after careful consideration. After the sul 
ject is selected, it is broken down into parts 
and the committee starts a long six months 
task of finding the proper individuals to 
present the specific subjects. 

Each year outstanding leaders of busi- 
ness, labor, agriculture, and government ap 
pear on the program.

calf sale at the State College of Agri- 
culture, New Brunswick, New Jersey on 
November 18, 1944. The following breeders 
consigned calves to this sale, Duke Farms, 
Somerville; H & L Farm, Marlboro; High 
Land Farm, Chester; Hideaway Farm, Ches- 
ter; Hockhockson Farm, Eatontown; Lee 
Dan Farm, Washington’s Crossing; Sunny- 
side Farm, Red Bank; Stone Hill Farm, 
Freehold; Paul Whiteman, Stockton; and 
White Gates Farm, Flanders. 


The show of the calves preceded the sale 
with Harold Hamilton, Rolling Ridge Farm, 
Danboro, Pennsylvania, placing them. There 
were thirty-five calves entered and the first 
place was won by a calf shown and consign- 
ed by Lee Dan Farm, Washington’s Cross- 
ing, New Jersey. Second place was won by 
Sunnyside Farm, Red Bank, New Jersey. 


The object of the show was to bring be- 
fore the 4-H Club boys in the state and 
farmers interested in beef cattle, the kind 
of steer calves that should go into the feed 
lot for finishing. There was a large crowd 
of interested spectators and considerable in- 
terest was created. The first prize calf, 
purchased in dam, sired by Hollyfield Com- 
mandomere 4th, by Eileenmere 310th, he by 
Eileenmere 85th, was exhibited and sold by 
Lee Dan Farms, Washington’s Crossing to 
Gallagher’s Farm, Nanuet, New York, at 
30 cents per pound. The calf was dropped 
at Lee Dan Farms on May 26th and weigh- 
ed 400 pounds when sold on November 18th, 
1944, a few days under six months of age. 
The second prize calf was bred and consign- 
ed by Sunnyside Farm, Red Bank, and sold 
to Gallagher’s Farm.

Relative to the comparative pe hg 
ages of rotation versus continuous oun 
the speaker stated that rotation pastures 
not always show superior properties, [y A 
Wisconsin experiment station test covering 
a 10-year period, there was very little dif 
ference in favor of the rotation system of 
grazing. 

“The weakest point in our forage erp 
program”, asserted C. B. Bender, of New 
Jersey, “is the loss of nutrients between the 
time of cutting and the winter feeding of 
hay. Grass silage has the advantage of 
cutting down on such losses.” 

Mr. Bender declared that too many men 
in his section depend upon grain production 
in making up the difference between high 
and low quality roughage. The point is, he 
brought out, that if one gave more atten- 
tion to the production of high quality 
roughage and less to grain production there 
would be a noticeable saving. “If the same 
amount of forage was applied to hay crops 
as to corn, one would be surprised at the 
results”, said the New Jersey man. “I know 
of one 50-acre field of hay which having 
been well fertilized, and even under dry 
weather conditions, produced five and one- 
half tons of hay per acre.” 

Discussing the subject, “Fertilizers in 
Forage Production”, Mr. Dodd of the Ohio 
station said that he accepted the statements 
of the animal husbandman that our live 
stock need abundant supplies of palatable 
and nutritious hay and pasture—and that 
the pasture supply should be continuous and 
adequate at all periods during the pasture 
season. He also agreed that while the re- 
quirements of different kinds and ages of 
live stock vary, there is generally a need 
for fairly high mineral, protein and vitamin 
= contents in the hay and particularly in 
the pasture. 

Using lantern slides, the Ohio man illus 
trated how by means of fertilizers, these 
aims can be more nearly attained, and also 
showed the effects of various kinds of fertil- 
izers on the type of the product produced. 
He pointed out that a unit of live stock feed 
grown in a well fertilized hay or pasture 
field, costs less than a unit of such 
grown on depleted unfertilized land. Farth- 
ermore, this so-called unit, though being the 
same in physical requirements, is more Val: 
uable as live stock feed when grown on lal 
rich in minerals. Through the use of fertil- 
izers, one can more cheaply provide an ade- 
quate supply of better hay and 4 greater 
quantity of palatable and nutritious pasture 
herbage when needed, he said.

The lack of farm help was the prime rea- 
son that most all of the cattle were in just 
pasture condition.

“We might say that ‘Cullud Boy’ as we 
named him, was quite the prominent steer 
in Alberta for some time.

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prior to the Woodlawn sale, Mr. Ballhorn 
drove me over to see Mr. Flint at New Nor- 
way, in company with Mr. William Pederson 
of Milestone, Saskatchewan. I had hoped 
that I could spend some time with Mr. and 
Mrs. Flint, but that was impossible if I was 
to attend the main job in Alberta. However 
we spent an hour looking over a very good 
herd of cattle. Mr. Flint has gathered 
around him a group of cows of the best fam- 
ilies and has consistently used good bulls 
in which the blood of Blackcap Bard pre- 
dominated. At the outset Mr. Flint secured 
a group of females from Harry Leader of 
Portage la Prairie and later he purchased 
some Edwards bred cattle. We first looked 
at two Georgina cows with good heifer 
calves at foot. These cows are descended 
from Gerana of Ballintomb -27225- which 
was imported to Canada by Mr. William 
Gibb, Killam, Alberta. The calves are by 
the herd sire, Dalrene Black La Bard 
-56537- by Northlane Blackcap Bard 4th 
-46132- and out of Blacklass of Northlane 
10th -41505-. We also saw a good group of 
yearling bulls by this sire and two or three 
by other bulls. Mr. Pederson remarked that 
the bulls were the best group that he has 
seen this year and I agreed that it was 
some time since I had seen ten as good bulls 
as found at Dalrene. They have size, plenty 
of bone and withal they have great thick- 
ness and are of the most suitable type. The 
influence of the great females that came 
from Northlane was plainly evident. It was 
outjudgment that the bulls at Dalrene 
should meet the requirements of those who 
have been critical of the small cattle which 
are being favored at our exhibitions. The 
cow herd at Dalrene is a good one. It is 
worth your while to pay a visit to this herd. 


Woodlawn Farm Sale 
On Thursday, November 2d, Mr. Roy Ball- 


horn of Wetaskiwin, Alberta, sold 76 lots 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at his farm seven 
miles southeast of town. The group includ- 
ed old cows, yearling bulls and a number 
of 1944 calves and brought a total of $13,- 
342.50, or an average of $175.55 a head. The 
sale was handled efficiently by Archie 
Boyce of Olds and Clarence Damron of 
Bentley. The weather was unfavorable, and 
as a result the crowd was small.

A son, Woodlawn 
Barbara Lad 11th -74055- sold to Lars 
Swanstrom, Artland, Saskatchewan, for 
$300.00, but the other bulls were somewhat 
difficult to sell. The top price for females 
was $375.00 and was paid by Mr. M. W. 
Copley, Airdrie, Alberta, for Blackbird of 
Woodlawn 22d -65709-, a three-year-old 
heifer heavy in calf to the service of Black- 
cap Barron of Page 14th. Mr. Kenneth Holt, 
Craven, Saskatchewan, purchased six head 
for $1,215.00, and added to his herd some 
nicely bred cattle. Next to Mr. Holt, Mr. 
E. T. Sanders of Irma, Alberta, was the 
largest buyer, while Mr. William Pederson 
took three head to his farm at Milestone, 
south of Regina.

In one field there was a fin 
group of about forty yearling heifers whi ‘ 
included three excellent Barbaras, that mn 
interesting some American breeders at the 
present time; one outstanding Missie and 
two or three particularly good Ericas, Ip 
another field there were about forty breed. 
ing cows, some of which would weigh from 
1,500 to 1,800 pounds. I saw one cow that 
particularly impressed me. She was straight 
in her top, long in her quarter and uniform. 
ly deep throughout. I am sure that she 
would weigh 1,700 or 1,800 pounds. It is 
true that we do not want all cows with such 
scale, but it is a good thing to have a num. 
ber of cows of this kind in a herd. In an- 
other field we saw about 45 two-year-old 
heifers and cows running with Bar Eston, 
the smooth, quality bull that was shown at 
Denver last winter. In a very large field 
we saw about 250 cattle (mostly cows, two- 
year-old heifers and calves), among which 
were a large number of outstanding Bar- 
bara and Blackeap cows. In addition to the 
above we saw a large number of commercial 
bulls and a few outstanding young bulls 
and heifers at the barns. The feature of 
this group was the senior yearling son of 
Eston Elation Quality -60697- which looked 
like one of the best bulls that I have seen 
this year. The herd sires at Heatherbrook 
include Eston Elation Quality -60697-; Epic 
Bar Henderson -60698-; Bar Eston -65688- 
by Eston Elation Quality; Pride Eston 
-67256-; Blackcap’s J. Revolution -71497- and 
Erica’s Bandolier 201st -74152-. The get of 
Eston Elation Quality are particularly at- 
tractive. He may well prove to be one of 
the great breeding bulls of the present day. 

It is difficult and probably unprofitable 
to draw comparisons between herds of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle, although it is often 
done. I would not venture to pick any herd 
in Canada and say that it is the recognized 
leader, but I will venture the opinion that 
I doubt if it would be possible to select so 
many really top cows from any other Cana- 
dian herd as might be selected from the 
Henderson herd at Lacombe. There is al- 
ways a difference of opinion about what 
constitutes a good female, and for that rea- 
son I may say that there are few, if any, 
herds which excel this herd for the combin- 
ation of size, quality, thickness and type 
that is to be found in the cows on the pas- 
tures at Heatherbrook.

with which to feed the country. 

One serious drawback, or problem facing 
the average new man is that of finding a 
market for surplus breeding stock produced, 
The organization of local and district asso- 
ciations to promote sales is the only answer 
to this problem. At least it is the only 
economical answer, for the only other 
method would be individual promotion of 
each herd through the use of advertising 
mediums, shows of live stock, etc. 

Too few new men know the actual value 
of the stock they produce. For that matter, 
many established breeders sometimes won- 
der just how to price various cattle they de- 
sire to sell, and the auction way of selling 
has proved to be one of the most economical 
methods of selling, from both the stand- 
point of the buyer and seller. Cattle offer- 
ed are bid off at the highest price anyone

“T want to tell you of the death o 
Applegate at his California home be Now 
ember Ist, of this year. He had been there 
for more than a year and had enjoyed fair. 
ly good health until two or three months 
before his death. Since that. time his health 
had been quite poor, necessitating the 
operation which caused his death. 

“Lincoln Colfax Applegate was born in 
Marion County, Iowa, in August, 1866, and 
came to Lincoln County, Nebraska in 1887, 
where he had been engaged in ranching 
practically the remainder of his life. He 
had retired to California in 1943 because of 
poor health. 

“He had been breeding Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle since he bought an Aberdeen-Angus 
bull to breed to his Shorthorn cows in 1915. 
It was quite a day when the first black calf 
put in its appearance the following Febru- 
ary. He and his sons have built this modest 
herd to something over 1100 head at the 
present time. There have been many times 
when the going has not been easy. 

“For many years he had been a reader 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, had writ- 
ten to you upon several occasions and was 
personally acquainted with some of your 
contributors. Once when one of your re- 
porters referred to him in a sketch as “the 
old sage” he was very pleased and often 
liked to recall the article. Through your 
magazine is the only way we have of telling 
the many Aberdeen-Angus breeders he met 
there of his passing. He was quite a per- 
son to remember such people and we are 
sure quite a few of your readers might be 
interested in knowing of his passing.”

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The Demand for Meat 


Chicago, Illinois, December 2.—“‘The mere 
fact that it has become necessary to ration 
meat and the extreme to which some people 
have gone to circumvent these regulations 
is ample evidence of the secure place of 
meat in the American dietary’, said W. J. 
Loeffel, Chairman of the animal husbandry 
department, University of Nebraska at the 
annual meeting of the American Society of 
Animal Production whose _ sessions closed 
here today. 

“Large wartime incomes have increased 
the demand for meat and meat products. 
Those returning from the armed forces will 
become accustomed to a per capita meat 
consumption nearly double that of the civ- 
ilian population. Such eating habits cannot 
be changed easily and it is interesting to 
note that one of the first desires of the 
service men on furlough, seems to be a juicy 
steak”. 

Mr. Loeffel pointed out that recent nu- 
trition studies indicate that we eat what 
we like—if we can afford it. He brought 
out the fact that every possible effort must 
be made to maintain factory pay-rolls at 
present levels, and that such pay-rolls are 
intimately correlated with meat consump- 
tion, so that the picture on the demand side 
is favorable. 

“For many years”, said the Nebraska 
man, “there has been a definite trend to- 
ward younger and lighter cattle. Quicker 
turnover for the rancher, more economical 
gains and greater flexibility for the feeder, 
coupled with small high-quality meats for 
the consumer, seemed to assure the per- 
manence of young light cattle. However, 
under the stress of war-time conditions, and 
the demand for large volumes of moderate- 
ly-finished beef, the trend has been reversed 
and the older cattle have crowded the baby 
beef into a secondary position. Personally 
I feel that young cattle have enough ad- 
vantages to assure their return to popular 
favor”. 

Among other points emphasized by Mr. 
Loeffel were the following: 

(1) Methods of improving the status of 
beef cattle production will be the same in 
the future as today—good breeding, intelli- 
gent feeding, disease control, and proper 
marketing. 

(2) Tremendous improvement has been 


made in the feeding of cattle, particularly 
in the case of the more progressive produc- 
ers and feeders. A better understanding of 
the importance of proteins, vitamins and 
minerals will do much to increase the effic- 
iency of production. The patriotic urge for 
maximum production has given many pro- 
ducers their first real experience with high 
protein feeds. If we are alive to the situa- 
tion, we no doubt can win many of these 
people permanently to improved feeding 
practices. 

(3) It is not too much to expect that by 
intelligent planning, the production of beef 
and veal may be more equitably distributed 
throughout the marketing year. 

(4) We are likely to see some revolu- 
tionary developments in meat merchandis- 
ing. Some are predicting that the extens- 
ive boning of carcasses as practiced for mil- 
itary use will become commonplace in sup- 
plying the civilian population in the years 
to come. 

(5) Disease and parasites have exacted 
a heavy toll of the livestock producer. The 
elimination of these impediments will do 
much to increase the efficiency of produc- 
tion in our herds.

These females should 
be of good type and fleshing qualities, the 
cows regular producers and the young heif- 
ers vigorous and from good regular produc- 
ers. Let us lay a foundation beneath our 
breeding structure that will be substantial 
and profitable to the men who wish to grow 
better beef for the market. 

That is the business end of our business— 
so let us be at it. The Journal is open for 
suggestions—and anxious to lend whatever 
assistance we can to help make our breed- 
ing business sound and everlasting.

BREEDERS COMMENT ON 
ABERDEEN-ANGUS COW AGE. 


Aberdeen-Angus cows are famous for 
their longevity and production. The Bar- 
ron-Smith Cattle Co., Susanville, California, 
reports of one old Aberdeen-Angus matron 
twenty-two years old that has averaged a 
calf a year for the last twenty years. 

Earl M. Haigh, Cavour, South Dakota, be- 
lieves that fifteen years is a fair average 
for an Aberdeen-Angus cow under western 
conditions and reports that he has had two 
that produced calves regularly until they 
were past twenty-two years. Jay P. Walk- 
er, Tulsa, Oklahoma, reports that he has one 
cow in his herd that is twenty years old and 
still produces, with three others that are 
past sixteen. 

“Don’t worry about the age of an Aber- 
deen-Angus cow,” says Frank Lucore, of 
Arriba, Colorado. Along this same line Mil- 
ton J. Blakely, Clovis, California, comments: 
“T recently saw an Aberdeen-Angus cow 
sell that was twenty-one years old. She was 
in with a load of 4- and 5-year olds. This 
was a cow that had calved every year on 
the range and was still smooth enough to 
pass as a young cow.” 

Ben Metcalf, Chickasha, Oklahoma, re- 
ports that he has had cows that were regu- 
lar producers at eighteen and twenty years 
of age. C. A. Buck, of Sheridan, Montana, 
and W. B. Gleed, of Lima, Montana, ‘put the 
maximum breeding age of an Aberdeen-An- 
gus cow on the range at “twenty years or 
over,” while J. E. Battles, of Coalgate, Ok- 
lahoma, says it isn’t a matter of age, but 
er keep on breeding “as long as they 
ive.” 

Mrs. Lee O. Gowdy, Jacksboro, Texas, 
who has been in the Aberdeen-Angus busi- 
ness since 1908, says that twenty years 1s 
not an unusual age for an Aberdeen-Angus 
cow to raise a calf, and that some Blac 
will continue beyond this. Boyd Hansbro,

The Denver Aberdeen-Angus bull sale in 
groups of 5, has done much to get good 
Aberdeen-Angus sires into western herds 
and has become a fixture in the western 
cow capital. With increasing emphasis on 
quality, the Denver sale is building up a 
strong western patronage and much interest 
from cattlemen, both Aberdeen-Angus pro- 
ducers and others.

The Show Ring Record 


At the end of the fiscal year, November 
1, in 182 shows reporting to the Association, 
Aberdeen-Angus steers had won 126 inter- 
breed grand championships, compared with 
43 for Hereford and 13 for Shorthorn. On 
a percentage basis, this is 69.2 per cent for 
the Blacks and 23 and 7.2 per cent for other 
breeds. 

In many steer shows Aberdeen-Angus 
domination of inter-breed championships 
goes back a long time. At Louisville, for 
instance, Aberdeen-Angus steers and Aber- 
deen-Angus loads have taken supreme hon- 
ors in 22 out of the 23 years the Fat Cattle 
Show has been held. At Detroit Aberdeen- 
Angus steers have won the grand champion- 
ship four times straight, including the 1944 
exhibition, and have taken the interbreed 
purple seven out of the last eight times. 

At St. Paul, Aberdeen-Angus have won 
for five straight years, and have taken 
inter-breed honors eleven out of the last 
thirteen years. In the twenty-seven years 
the show has been held, the Blacks have a 
championship edge of better than 70 per 
cent, against a little better than 14 per 
cent for each of the other two breeds. 


————— 


More New Records 

A great Aberdeen-Angus year has just 
been closed; a year of great promise lies 
ahead. 

More new all-time records were establish 
ed by the breed in the year just closed. 
Registrations at 57,717 are better than 10 
per cent above the previous high mark. 
Transfers of 50,952 represent a 12.9 per 
cent gain over the previous high, establish- 
ed a year ago. New members at 1,409 also 
shows a gain over the former high mark. 

Association figures on 157 auctions, or 76 
per cent more than a previous year, also 
represents a new high in Aberdeen-Angus 
activity. In these sales 2,759 bulls sold for 
an average of $346.00 and 8,057 females 
averaged $334.00. Grand total on 10,816 
lots was $3,637,229—an average of $336.00. 
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Sales were held in 37 states and cattle sold 
to go into 46 states. Of the sales held 101 
were held by Associations and 56 by in- 
dividuals. 

During the past year the number of active 
breeder organizations was pushed well past 
90, a gain of more than 20 in the period. 

In the list of new Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers Illinois again leads, the 1944 total bein 
205, followed by Iowa with 159, Missouri, 
151; Indiana, 100; and Ohio and Kentucky 
tied for fifth with 82. Other states in the 
high 25, in order: Virginia, Kansas, Ten- 
nessee, Minnesota, Oklahoma, New York, 
Texas, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Georgia, 
Nebraska, California, Washington, Michigan 
and Arkansas. ——o—— 


Aberdeen-Angus 
on the Range 


The Aberdeen-Angus range questionnaire 
sent out by the Secretary last summer has 
produced a large number of interesting let- 
ters from commercial cattlemen who, in ad- 
dition to answering the questions, took time 
to pen letters giving further experience 
with Aberdeen-Angus. 

One of these is William G. Davvison, 
Carter county, Oklahoma, who from 1926 
through 1943 ran Aberdeen-Angus along- 
side cattle of another breed and is now 
stocking his range “100 per cent black.” 
In commenting on his choice, after a direct 
comparison of seventeen years, the Okla- 
homan says: “I have never had a case of 
cancer eye in an Aberdeen-Angus cow, but 
I have had a great many among my Here- 
fords. We seldom have had to milk an 
Aberdeen-Angus cow to prevent udder 
trouble, but this has been very common 
among my Herefords. 

“The Aberdeen-Angus calves are natural 
muleys and do not have to be dehorned. In 
this I escape the screw-worm troubles which 
oftentimes arise from dehorning. But in 
any event dehorning will retard the growth 
of a calf for at least a little time. 

“First, and foremost, I can sell my Aber- 
deen-Angus calves to feeders for $1.00 to 
$1.50 more per cwt. than I can Herefords. 
When I have Aberdeen-Angus heifers 
for sale I can sell them for breeding stock 
far above the price of feeder stock.” 

A ranch hand who has worked on a good 
many ranches of northwest Nebraska is W. 
F. Porter, of Arnold, Nebraska. “The ques- 
tionnaire you sent. me was lost,” he writes, 
“but I just can’t pass up this opportunity to 
tell anyone how much better I have found 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle to be here in the 
Nebraska Sandhills. 

“T am more of a ranch hand than a breed- 
er, although I own a few of my own, but I 
have worked on some large ranches in this 
state and have taken care of all kinds of 
cattle under all kinds of conditions. I have 
seen Aberdeen-Angus cows with calves at 
side grazing in 30 below zero blizzards, 
rooting two and three feet of snow off the 
bunch grass, while other cattle were hump- 
ed up behind hills and in blowouts starving 
and freezing to death.”

How Many Families 


(Continued from page 120) 
enjoyed greater popularity for many years. 

The foregoing remarks do not answer the 
question, but I do believe that they will 
throw a great deal of light on it. The 
answer which the editor gave to question 
number four in the October issue cannot be 
much improved. At that time he said: 

“Possibly the most popular families 
are the following, and included of 
course would be all branches of each 
family named: Barbaras; Blackbirds; 

Blackecaps;. Prides; Ericas; Miss Bur- 

gess; Elbas; Queen Mothers; Georg- 

inas; Witch of Endors, the last two be- 
ing well known, but not very numer- 
ous. 

I would add the Gammers to the list and 
apply to them the remarks which the edi- 
tor made about the Georginas and Witch 
of Endors and I would remind readers that 
the Elbas are a branch of the Erica family. 
I would also add that members of all the 
families named enjoy varying degrees of 
bopularity depending to a great extent on 
the name of the breeder who handles the 
articular animals which may be under con- 
sideration. In other words the members of 


the Pride of Aberdeen family in one herd 
might be more popular than the Barbaras in 
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another. That would be determined by the 
skill of the particular breeder concerned 
and I mean not only his ability to breed 
good cattle, but his ability to merchandise 
them. The success of every man depends 
on his ability to produce and his ability to 
market what he produces, no matter what 
business he is in. The cattle breeder is no 
exception. We should, therefore, bear in 
mind the fact that the skillful merchant will 
find customers when another who does not 
possess his merchandising ability will go 
bankrupt, although he may have an equally 
good article. 

I will now conclude this article and the 
series by dealing with the remaining ques- 
tions which were asked by the Journal cor- 
respondent in his letter of September last. 

Question number 3 reads: “What per- 
centage of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Amer- 
ica does each family represent?” The 
answer given by the editor is as satisfact- 
ory as one can make it. It would be an end- 
less and more or less useless task to try to 
get an accurate answer to that question. 
It was partially answered by my statement 
that more cattle trace to Black Meg (766) 
than to any other cow in the herd book. 
This, however, only identifies the largest 
group, but it is helpful. 


Question number 5 reads: “What percent- 
age of Aberdeen-Angus are without family 
names?” There are some, but not a great 
many that do not trace to some ancient fam- 
ily. There are, however, many that are not 
recognized as belonging to any family. It 
would be an endless task to try to find the 
number and the information would be of lit- 
tle value when it is secured. 


Question number 6 reads: “How do Aber- 
deen-Angus without family names sell in 
competition with those having family 
names?” The answer given by the editor is 
good, but there are some exceptions to the 
position that he has taken. For example, 
at the sale of the Glenelg herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle held on May 25th, 1943, nine- 
ty-one head averaged $553.00 a head and 
most of the cattle had what a family fancier 
would call plain pedigrees. However, really 
good bulls had been used for a number of 
years and great efforts had been made to 
develop the cattle. The result was that the 
cattle were purchased on their merits as 
individuals and the sale was one of the best 
of the 1943 season. It is true nevertheless 
that cattle from recognized families which 
have passed through the hands of capable 
breeders sell better than unknown cattle 
and that is as it should be. A recognized 
family is evidence of a sound foundation 
laid by capable hands. If that family has 
remained in capable hands throughout the 
years and members of it are offered by a 
capable breeder they must be worth more 
than an unknown article. On the other hand 
a Barbara in capable hands might and like- 
ly would, outsell a Beauty of Garline in 
equally capable hands without any more 
reason than the preference of a great many 
breeders for Barbaras to equally good mem- 
bers of the Beauty of Garline family.

Your Sale Catalog

along conventional lines, but go “all out” on 
the cover if you have something good to sell 
and want to attract attention. This may be 
done by submitting a plan to your printer 
and having a commercial artist draw up a 
design. This design may be used year after 
year and can be varied yearly by the use 
of different colored paper stocks and dif- 
ferent colored inks for the cover. Or, for 


the asking, special cover samples may be 
submitted for selection of fancy stock for 
covers. Naturally during war times the 
selection of cover papers is more limited 
than during normal times. Do not, however, 
expect to have an unusual or fancy cover 
without paying extra for it. It takes some- 
body’s time and thought as well as more 
costly materials to produce it, but where the 
quality of the cattle merit extra expendi- 
ture, it is well worth the cost. 


One of the very finest Aberdeen-Angus 
sale catalogs to be produced in comparative- 
ly recent years, was the Congdon & Battles 
Dispersion sale catalog of 1938. This was 
arranged by Otto Battles and Fred Hahne, 
two real experts in this field. Mr. Battles 
had many years of experience in having 
catalogs made up during the years of the 
Congdon & Battles partnership, and Mr. 
Hahne, a practical printer as well as live 
stock enthusiast, has probably had more in- 
fluence than any other one man on the pres- 
ent day makeup and style of pure bred sale 
catalogs. In the infancy of the pure bred 
catalog business, he promoted the idea of 
attractive, persuasive catalogs for live stock 
sales and bent his efforts to that end in the 
catalogs which he produced. Referring again 
to the Congdon & Battles catalog, anyone 
who is fortunate enough to possess one of 
them finds it a valuable part of his refer- 
ence library. This dispersion sale was an 
important event and in recognition of that 
fact the first part of the catalog was given 
over to historical data and commentaries 
by various noted members of the Aberdeen- 
Angus fraternity in regard to the event. 
The next section was the pictorial section 
and carried cuts and data regarding the 
Congdon & Battles herd. Next came a rec- 
ord of all of the show winnings of the herd 
to that date, carefully set out with the name 
of the animal, its sire and dam and the 
prizes won. After that the pedigrees of the 
cattle selling were listed. This catalog was 
9x12 inches in size, carried a handsome blue 
velour cover printed in gold ink, and was tied 
with a gold silk tasselled cord to bind it. 
This style of catalog would not apply to the 
needs of the average sale, but was an ex- 
cellent example of recognition of the type 
of catalog needed for that particular sale. 
A poorly printed catalog detracts from any 
sale, regardless of the quality of the cattle, 
but a too-elaborate catalog for the quality 
of the cattle might attract breeders of good 
judgment who would be disappointed in the 
cattle and in the lack of judgment of the 
seller. When something good is to be of- 
fered it pays to play it up, using every fav- 
orable means to point attention to it. 

After a good many years of handling sale 
catalogs, at first under the careful super- 
vision of Mr. Hahne, and later directly with 
the customers, I have met many interesting 
people. I well remember one good lady, a 
long time ago, associated with another breed 
of live stock, who brought her catalog 
material into the office and after carefully 
going over each part of the catalog copy, 
thriftily advised me “to use such pages as 
necessary, but not to waste”; a sage piece 
of advice that I have never forgotten. An- 
other, a dairy cattle man, brought his neat- 
ly prepared catalog copy in, got a hotel 
room, and each day came and waited in the 
office until his catalog was finished before 
returning home. He was perfectly welcome, 
but of course could be of no assistance to 
the printers. In those days we were staffed 
to complete orders more quickly than dur- 
ing these war times. 

I have found most pure bred live stock 
people to be the finest kind of customers 
with whom to work and hope to have many 
an years of pleasant associations with 
them.

Judge 
Keefauver found for his grand champion 
bull, Lot 48, Blue Ribbon of Kintyre, sired 
by Blackbird Barry 2d, out of a Briarcliff 
bred cow belonging to the Blue Ribbon 
Blackbird family. For his grand champion 
female he found Lot 53, Miss Perfection of 
Kintyre, a daughter of Blackbird Barry 2d 
and also out of a Briarcliff bred cow. Both 
grand champions were bred and consigned 
by Colville C. Jackson, of Gloster, Miss. The 
grand champion bull topped the bull sale at 
$600.00, going to Joseph Fabacher, of New 
Orleans, Louisiana, who was the larg- 
est buyer at the sale. The grand champion 
female topped the female sale, going to Mr. 
R. M. Dakin, of Cleveland, Mississippi, for 
$1000.00. This summer yearling heifer is 
one of the grandest young females that I 
have ever seen, not carrying too much fit, 
but great in type, full of quality and carry- 
ing a beautiful head. She should make one 
of the great cows of the breed. 

The entire offering, due to drought condi- 
tions and shortage of labor was not carry- 
ing much flesh, which resulted in a low 
average for the offering. The lower end of 
the classes were not cattle, in my judgment, 
fit to be consigned to a state sale. The top 
end of the offering was very good and the 
entire offering sold very near their value. 

The sale was very ably managed by Mr. 
Jackson, (known as “Red” to every one) 
whose interest and enthusiasm in Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle has a great value where the 
Bonnie Blacks have such a bright future in 
this virgin territory.

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Wilmot Plantation 
The Story of how an Extensive Commercial Herd of 
Blacks soon was converted into one of the Largest 
Herds of Registered Aberdeen-Angus Breeding Cat- 
tle in the Delta Country in the State of Mississippi.

n-Angus cattle in the Delta dates 
back about fifteen years. Bill and Fred 
Cooke, Merigold, got tired of spending time 
and money traveling all over the country 
joking for a registered bull for their com- 
mercial herd of several hundred black cat- 
tle so they decided to raise their own. In- 
terest and dividends accrued so rapidly that 
the following year Cooke Brothers sold 
their entire feeder herd and began seriously 
the business of ieee and showing Aber- 
-Angus cattle. 
“Tilmot Plantation is so divided that each 
of the Cooke Brothers operates about 2600 
acres of land. The farms produce all the 
feed consumed by the animals and a large 
percent of both acreages is in pasture. Cot- 
ton is not accorded much acreage nor at- 
tention on this live stock farm. Cooke 
Brothers go in for turkeys and Bill Cooke 
has registered Berkshire hogs. 

When asked what he used for pasture, 
Bill Cooke grinned a little and replied, “Just 
about everything; that’s the only way to tell 
you. Just a little bit of everything.” “A 
little bit of everything” and careful atten- 
tion to rotating the cattle to avoid over 
grazing have resulted in fine permanent 
and temporary pastures. Mr. Cooke stress- 
ed repeatedly the danger of over grazing 
and he believes a cow and a calf is all a 
Delta pasture should carry on a year round 
cycle. Electric fences are a great boon in 
moving cattle from one field to another and 
are used quite generally on the place. 

“T don’t know what there is in a cotton 
leaf, but I do know that a cow grazing a 
cotton field will put on weight faster than 
on any other pasture.” Here is something 
new under the sun—the army worm will- 
ing! Mr. Cooke is not yet utilizing his cot- 
ton fields for pasture, but he does make 
good use of the breaks and land along the 
canal. To prevent erosion and for later 
utilization, Mr. Cooke is planning on plant- 
ing black locusts on the ditch banks, also. 
All of his pastures have shade and water. 

Cooke Brothers have showed their cattle 
all over the country and have a nice col- 
lection of prizes to show for their trips. In 
the barn at Bill Cooke’s place was the grand 
champion female of the Greenwood Show 
and the reserve champion bull. A Wilmot 
Aberdeen-Angus placed fourth in the Inter- 
national Show at Chicago—high ranking 
in the stiffest competition. But, more im- 
portant, were about fifteen to twenty calves 
that he had just brought up from the past- 
ue for finishing for next spring’s shows. 
eats, look to your laurels, for the 
ookes have some mighty fine young calves. 
‘ Bill Cooke is a steadfast believer in cattle 
or the Delta—commercial or registered. 
¢, like other cattlemen, warns against get- 
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ting cattle ahead of pasture and doubts the 
wisdom of every farmer getting into regis- 
tered animals; but he does believe in live 
stock on all farms for a balanced operation. 
“There is no doubt in my mind but that 
Delta cattle are among the finest in the 
world. You run a steer from the Delta ov- 
er the scales and he will invariably weigh 
more than a steer from another section, size 
and age being identical. There is something 
in this soil that makes for heavier bone 
structure and an all round better animal.” 
And the Aberdeen-Angus cattle of Cooke 
Brothers are sure proof of quality cattle.

Here is just where breeders can do some- 
thing to further the promotion of the breed. 
Two hundred dollar bulls have no place in 
a Regional or State Sale, unless that sale 
has been advertised as a place to buy com 
mercial bulls. There may be a reactio 
to that statement, but at present price le 
els, two hundred or three hundred dolla 
bulls are not the kind that any breed pro 
moting breeder wants to have at the hea 
of his herd. A market should be developed 
for bulls of this kind, that market’ should 
be made up of the dairy farmer who wants 
to get a bull to cross on his dairy cows to 
produce better veal calves or to the breeder 
who wants to produce better steers than!

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kind of a bull was offered. Better by far to 
steer that kind of a calf than to register it 
and sell it as a herd sire. The breed needs 
more good steer calves if it is to keep its 
record as the breed that produces the cham- 
pions in the inter-breed competition. We 
need to think of inter-breed competition, and 
we need to think of means to promote the 
sale of bulls in larger numbers. Present 
price levels should not affect the breed im- 
proving breeder to the extent that he offers 
inferior bulls for sale as herd headers. For 
such a program can do nothing but limit 
the advance of the breed. 

In reviewing the different sales, we find 
that H I Farm averaged more than $450.00 
on about forty head; that Northeastern 
States Sale at Rhinebeck averaged more 
than $450.00 on sixty some head; that Con- 
necticut staging its first consignment sale 
sold forty-two head that sold for almost 
$400.00; that the Northern New England 
sale held near Boston and also a first sale 
averaged slightly under three hundred on 
fifty-six lots; that Pennsylvania breeders in 
their second sale averaged $380.00 and that 
Dutchess County breeders again made a 
great sale when forty-six lots averaged 


nearly eight hundred. Bulls sold for more 
than $100.00 less than females, thirty-two 
head of them averaging $431.25 and more 
than three hundred females bringing more 
than $550.00, and three hundred and thirty- 
nine lots sold for $182,685.00 averaging 
$538.89. This figure is of interest only as 
a basis of comparison for an American Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association release 
recently stated that more than 10,000 head 
were sold at auction in 1944 and that the 
general average was $336.00, bulls aver- 
aging $346.00 and females $334.00. The 
general average thus for Northeastern 
States’ Aberdeen-Angus is considerably 
higher on all, as well as on bulls and fe- 
males. This difference in averages is en- 
couraging, but not conclusive that cattle 
offered in the Northeastern States are far 
better than over the country as a whole, for 
fewer sales, and fewer numbers of bulls are 
offered in Eastern sales, which tends to 
maintain a higher average. 

In 1945 it is more than likely that more 
cattle will be offered in these same sales. 
The kind of cattle, that breeders will offer, 
will have much to do with the evaluations 
of registered cattle in this section of the

260 Bang’s infected herds in 24 states, that 
there were 7110 head of positive and sus- 
picious reactors to the Bang’s blood test in 
these herds. These cattle were not vac- 
cinated and 6 years later there were only 
907 of them remaining—a loss of 87+ %. 

This report also shows that during this 
time 21,005 calves between 5 and 7 months 
of age were vaccinated with Strain 19 
Bang’s vaccine and that there were 17,737 
head of them still remaining in these herds 
(which had been reduced to 241) or a loss 
of only 15+%. While consideration should 
be given to the fact that the positive and 
suspicious reactors were older than the vac- 
cinated calves, therefore were subjected to 
other causes that made it advisable to re- 
move them from the herd, (in addition to 
those effects resulting from Bang’s infec- 
tion) it is evident that 4 or 5 times as many 
of the infected (but not vaccinated) cattle 
were removed as were those that were vac- 
cinated. 

From the above figures we conclude that 
in very badly infected herds where only the 
calves are vaccinated and used for replace- 
ment in the herd, but that the adult Bang’s 
infected cattle are not vaccinated, that it 
would require from 8 to 10 years to com-

Since there was more than 37% of the herd 
infected at the time of vaccination, this 
means that there should have been 7,110 
head of cattle that were either ge — 
Bang’s disease or suspicious as shown by 
their blood test.

6 years; and it is reasonable to assume that 
many of these cattle were removed from the 
herd and probably most of them due to the

owner who has Bang’s infection in his adult 
cattle to attempt to build up an entire herd 
through vaccinating the calves only and let- 
ting the cows carry the infection and not 
vaccinate them against it. 

The reader will note that out of these 907 
positive and suspicious cows remaining in 
these herds at the end of the sixth year that 
199 of these aborted during the calendar 
year of 1941. This certainly indicates that 
even though cows are exposed to very viru- 
lent and intensive Bang’s infection over a 
period of years that a large percentage of 
ye ape var _and — not be expected 
0 pick up sufficient infection to immune 
themselves satisfactorily against Bang’s dis- 
ease.

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TANK 
INSULATION. 

With the advent of severe 
cold weather there is always 
the problem of keeping the 
galvanized stock tank from 
freezing. This can be solved by driving 
stakes and setting up a frame of rough 
lumber about 12 inches from the tank on all 
sides. A cover of the same material is put 
on the top of the tank and covered with 
heavy waterproof paper, leaving a hinged lid 
at one corner thus affording an opening for 
the stock to drink. Sawdust is packed be- 
tween tank and frame and also on top, then 
covered with roll roofing to keep it dry. 
This is topped with several inches of horse 
manure to hold it in place and to furnish 
some additional heat.

This last may sound funny to the modem 
breeder, and an Eastern breeder who now 
advertises as the pioneer herd of the East, 
should look back sixty-two or three years 
to find the real “pioneers of the East”. One 
Baltimore man by the name of Whitridge 
if my memory serves me right, and Mr 
Foot, of Morristown, were both quite active 
in the breed in those’ days, both importing 
and holding public sales at Kansas City and 
Chicago. The lure of the central west ani 
increased demand for dairy products drove 
practically all of the beef cattle of all breeds 
from the Eastern states.
